the Cielo Vista revised plans, but 
did agree that the new site plan, 
tailored for the specific location, 
afforded 
better

The site plan allows for possible 
future school-city recreational use 
of the school grounds. A swim­ 
m ing pool location is m arked on 
the site, but is not expected to 
be built unless a joint city-school

THE LABOR D epartm ent said 
total employment fell by 1.191.000 
to 66.831,000, slightly m ore than 
the usual for the month. 
The departm ent attributed both 
changes to mounting 
layoffs 
in 
auto plants and other industries 
faced with steel shortages ta the 
wake of the 116-day steel strike. 


THE RISE IN joblessness was 
less than expected for November 
but it was the second highest to­ 
tal for any Novem ber since the 
end of World W ar II. 
The em ploym ent figure was a 
record high for N ovem ber even 
though it declined sharply. 


THE 
SEASONALLY 
adjusted 
ra te of unem ploym ent, 
however, 
dropped from 6 per cent in Octo­ 
ber to 5.8 p er cent in November. 
This drop w as attributed to the 
fact that few er women and teen­ 
agers entered the labor force to 
seek C hristm as jobs last month.

before approval w as given to the 
proposal. 


PARTICULAR ATTENTION was 
given to defining suitable boun­ 
daries for the R eserve. Dr. Cowles 
of UCLA, who is fam iliar with 
reserves 
in A frica, 
pointed out 
that only too often not enough 
territory 
is 
included 
to 
grant 
proper protection to a species. It 
was stressed, too. that it was un­ 
scientific to establish a reserve 
for the 
protection of only 
one 
species, 
that 
protection 
would 
have to be granted to all in any 
given area because of the in ter­ 
locking dependence of one species 
upon another. 
It is hoped that within the pro­ 
posed N ature R eserve m an and 
nature can go I heir ways h a r­ 
moniously — th at m an can learn 
to appreciate the esthetic, sp iri­ 
tual, and educational satisfaction 
of observing native anim als and 
plants and that, in turn, the ani­ 
m als will come to regard him 
without fear. 


WITH THESE GOALS in m ind 
it will be necessary to prohibit 
within the N ature R eserve — ex­ 
cept in special circum stances — 
hunting, trapping, 
the 
poisoning 
of anim als, and the rem oval of 
plants W ater holes m ust be safe­ 
guarded. P redator and prey alike 
m ust be encouraged to propagate 
so that the prim eval ch aracter of 
the region m ay lie preserved 
The 
safety of 
all 
who enjoy 
nature undisturbed m ust lie in­ 
sured. for cam pers, photographers 
artists, outdoor education groups, 
scientists, etc.. a re com ing 
into 
this general area in ever-increas­ 
ing num bers. 


OVER ONE MILLION persons 
used the San Jacinto R anger Dis­ 
trict in 1958, according to F orest 


Service figures and of this num ­ 
ber only about ten thousand w ere 


hunters 
(Much of this 
district 
would he in the pioposed N ature 
R eserve). 
As San Diego. Sail Bernardino 
and Los Angeles counties have 
closed much of their territory to 
hunting, more and m ore sports­ 
m en are coming into Riverside 
County. 
Even though the proportion o f ! 
hunters seem s sm all, the hazard 
to public safety in the area poses 
a very real problem. 


THE RESERVE

would cover large areas already 
posted against public hunting — j 
am ong them Mount San Jacinto 
State Park, the U niversity of Cal­ 
ifornia Desert R esearch Center in 1

ed land — in addition 
to

TH E SAN JACINTO Santa Rosa 
N ature R eserve would, of course, 
be adm inistrated by some agency

G A R D E N IN G IN THE DESERT 
There Are Benefits 
For Desert Gardeners 


A gardening thought: We should 
tie thankful th at we live here, in 
the low desert. Mr. A m ateur G ar­ 
dener. in fact any gardener, can 
h a re his green lawn, evergreen 
trees, shrubs and flowers that he 
can work on in our w inter weath­ 
e r and winds th at are m ostly ab­ 
sent — pleasure of which habi­ 
tants of the high desert, som e inte­ 
rio r valleys, and the mountains 
a re robbed — for at least the next 
four m onths. 
We seldom have a frost-dam ag­ 
ing tem p eratu re of 28 degrees and 
below, ¡shrubs like the Wormwood 
Senna — a two to five foot plant 
— is at hom e in our w arm desert 
location. Its yellow flowers show 
up in late w inter, and now and 
again you m ight find them around 
in early sum m er. The red, brush- 
hke flowers of the Lemon Bottle 
B rush, which varies between 10 
and 20 feet, grow s well in arid re­ 
gions like ours. With a little iron 
chelate now and again, its foliage 
will retain its green color. 


IF YOG HAVE IN your garden 
som e 
young, thin-trunked trees, 
especially the tall ones, give each 
of them a solid stake 
to 
help 
agam st the w inds which are about 
due. Do not use wire of any kind 
when tying them to the stake. We 
have found th a t pieces of cast-off 
hose, 
through 
which 
a 
strong 
string is passed, will not injure 
the young trunk as wire will. 
The bigger trees with thicker 
trunks should also be protected. 
As o u r w inter winds are mostly 
w esterly or northw esterly any high 
tree m ight need a supporting stake 
that will hold them against the 
wind We have seen thick branch­ 
es of the m ain trunk of a fully 
grown C hinese E lm torn aw ay by 
a strong wind an d the trunk itself 
die as the result. 
ANOTHER DETRIM ENTAL ef­ 
fect of the w inds is that they dry 
up our sandy soil as m uch if not 
m ore than the sun does — so be 


sure your plants have sufficient 
irrigation in windy w eather. 
When the therm om eter drops to 
32 degrees or below you can be 
sure that bougainvillea and castor 
bean trees are the first to suffer. 
If you w ake up in the m orning 
and see black leaves sagging on 
the castor bean tree you m ay be 
certain the therm om eter shows 32 
or below. Unless the therm om eter 
shows lower still you can possibly 
save the bougainvillea by covering 
it in the evening w ith a couple of 
thicknesses of burlap, and as an 
e x tra precaution run a w ire from 
the nearest electric outlet and in­ 
stall a bulb inside the burlap. 


JUST A LIGHTED bulb m ight 
give sufficient heat to keep the 
bougainvillea 
alive. 
We 
learned 
this from F ran k Bogert when he 
w as 
m anager 
of 
Thunderbird 
R anch. As re .r.rds the Costor bean 
Tree, don’t w orry, it will com e 
back on its own. 
It is not too late yet for the 
planting of Gladioli bulbs. It takes 
them anything from 60 to 90 days 
to bloom. So if you have planted 
the bulbs two or three 
m onths 
ago you should later enjoy your 
blooming Gladioli longer. 
ALDES which botanically are a 
genus of plants of the lily fam ily, 
and of 
which there are about a 
hundred species, w ere native of 
W estern Asia ■>nd South Africa and 
the West Indies. In fact the Ne­ 
groes of W est Africa used to m ake 
cordage and nets w ith them ; m ay­ 
be they still do if they have not 
gone lazy. However, the Aloes of 
which we a re w riting have short 
stem s on the top of w hich orange 
colored flow ers show up in sum ­ 
m er. 
Aloes can be planted in the ba­ 
sin of Parkinsonia o r any tree that 
will give them shade during the 
really hot w eather. You can move 
them even if they are well estab ­ 
lished and you would like to put 
them somewhere else —T.G.M.
